7. Claims 2-3 and 29-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.G 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 5,187,788 to Marmelstein, February 16, 1993.

Claims 3 and 30 

The rejection of the base claim is incorporated. Marmelstein further discloses a 
means for foghlighting the ioon for each object in the representations as objects are being instantiated 
during applicatimdew^ at least Figure 7, the highlighted box 

"Deposit Display" and related discussion in the specification).
